As noted in section 2 above, the Office Action mailed on 29 November 2002 was 
never received by applicant. After receiving the Notice of Abandonment, I, Alfred H. 
Muratori, Agent for Applicant, called Examiner Zacharia on 10 March, 2004 to 
determine the nature of the miscommunication. Examiner Zacharia explained (and I 
asked if I could quote him), that after receiving our response to an earlier restriction 
requirement, a request to withdraw power of attorney from a case with a similar serial 
number was incorrectly entered into this case by PTO personnel. The office action 
mailed 29 November 2002, was then sent to the incorrect address from the incorrectly 
entered request. Thus we had no way of knowing that an office action had been mailed, 
and had no reason to expect one. When the case come before Examiner Zacharia for 
abandonment, Examiner Zacharia then explained the error to the clerical staff and the 
correct address was reentered into our case. It was determined that the best action to take 
was to send us the letter of abandonment, as the time limits had indeed expired. 

Therefore, it is requested that this petition be granted, as the case should never 
have been listed as abandoned.
